other department!'. All appropriations 
-for tlie schools should be under tiie im- 
mediate coutrol of the council. This 
department spends about one-fifth of 
the revenue of the city, and the salary 
of every officer should be fixed by the 
council, not by the school committee. 
He said that he believed thatthe super- 
intendent of schools and tbe truant 
officer are paid too much. 


To thin, City, Solicitor Brown replied 


that the idea is sound, but that there is 
n uniform statute law for all schools in 
the State and the committee had 
thought it unwise to single out New- 
port for a change, especially as the 
charter must be passed by tbe Legisla- 
ture. The section is the same as iu tbe 
present charter. It could be amended 
but as it had worked well for mauy 
years it would be useless to amend.

Boston, March 15.—Suffering, mental 


and physical, and sc-lt'-eacriflce for the 
sake of suviu'g others rarely cxampled, 
in the history of tragedies ot the sea, 
attended the loss of the Phoenix line 
iteamer Britibh King which, on Sunday 
last, in a raging west Atlantic storm, 
foundered about 150 miles south 'of 
Suble Island and carried to death .27 
members of the crew. 


Thirteen men had been rescued by the 


Leytand line steamer Bostoniau, bound 
from Manchester to Boston, and 11 by 
the German tank steamer Mannheim, 
Rotterdam for New-York, and live 
others who had been sucked down into 
the sea iii the vortex into which the Brit- 
ish King was engulfed were rescued 
by the Bostoniau from a frail bit of 
wreckage which they grasped after a 
desperate conflict with the whirlpool: 
The Bostouiau arrived here yesterday 
afternoon and the details of the disas- 
ter became known. 


Captain O'Hagen, one of those res- 


cued from the British King, died after- 
ward from the effects of injuries sus- 
tained In trying to save his ship. 


The rescued who were brought hert 


include James Flanigan, the second of- 
'fleer; J. D. Crawford, the chief engi- 
neer; Adolphns Heck, the fourth engi- 
neer, and William J. Curry, the steward 
The others were coal passers and sail- 
.ors, mostly Melgians. and one stow- 
away. Henry Parkotcu of New York. 


Two lifeboats from the 
Uostoniai 


were crushed to fragments and the.vol 
uuteer crews which manned them wcrt 
thrown into the 
high-running seah 


while engaged, in the work of rescue, 
hut all we-e "fp|y larded on board tin 
steamer. V.'.'.-t,, the drst life craft was 
lowered from the Hosloulan the Miial! 
boat was swept to the stern of the big 
ship and there destroyed, and several 
of the s'eamen were' bruised and torn. 
Yet. despite the condition of the sea, 
which is described by witnesses as be- 
ing literally mountainous, the volnu- 
eers were rescued by lines thrown out 
'rom the steamer. 


Later a second, attempt to reach tut 


sinking ship was successful and 
1.'; 


nen, including O'Hagan. were taken 
from the British King and landed on 
he Bosfoniaii. Then again a powerful 
billow carried the lifeboat against the 
side of the ship and destroyed it and the 
lifesavers were tin-own into the sea to 
he rescued only after an hour's effort 
by their comrades. 


Volunteers I'voin the Mannheim, af- 


ter a heroic battle with tin- waves, hart 
taken off.ll mm from the HrllMi King, 
but after this neither of the steamers, 
in eonsef|Ui-iiei> of the increasin:; gale, 
could make a try to reach the founder- 
ing freighter.

und it was air utter impossibility to do 
relse but wait for the nmonllght to guidi 
them to Hie stricken ship, in the dark 
ness the liriliph ship, which was ilii'L 
water-loggul 
and 
helpless, plunged 


down, bow first, and was lost to view, 


l-'or three unys her captain and crew, 


working against unconquerable odds, 
had tried to prevent, or at least post- 
pone, their ship's destruction. 
On Fri- 


day, in the height of the tempest, the 
deck load of oil barrels of the British 
King and all her fittings were carried 
overboard. The barrels and wreckage, 
forming into a powerful rum both to 
stern and port, then were driven down 
upon her sides with crushing force by 
the breaking waves, opening up the ves- 
sel's plates and allowing the water to 
pour into her holds. 


The extent of the leak was not under- 


stood until the following day, however, 
•nd then, although all hands were 
placed at the pumps, the water gained 
constantly. The flres had been extin- 
guished and the engines rendered use- 
less by the rising water. 
The only 


salvation was to repair the damaged 
machinery and it was while personally 
superintending this work that Captain 
O'Hagan received a fractured leg and 
internal injuries. The leg Was Injured 
so badly that a piece of bone protruded 
through the flesh. Although he was un- 
able to stand, he continued to direct tie 
efforts of his crew. At the end of'three 
days, when all hands had la bored cease- 
lessly and without rest nnd with little 
food, the Rostohian and 
Mannheim 


were sighted and to these O'Hagan dis- 
played the signal for assistance. 


The British King went down about 


450 miles east of Roston light and 140 
miles to fbe south of Sable Island. 
Both the Bnstoiilan and the Mannheim 
stood by the scene of the wreck until 
Monday morning, but no bodies were 
recovered. 


The llrltNh King sailed from New 


York last Tuesday, bound for Antwerp 
with a mlsri-llancons cargo and

was In answer to one sent to him at file 
direction of Taft, who called attention 
to the criticisms of "wanton slaughter, 
of Moros" und asked him to send all the 
particulars. Taft's letter to the presi- 
dent, dated March 13, follows: 


"The account of the engagement on. 


Mount bujo between our forces and. a 
large baud of MorO robbers showed 
such » large loss among the Moros lit to 
give rise in a part of the public press 
to the criticism that there bad been a 
Wanton destruction by our troops of 
Moro lives, Including those of women 
and children. Inquiries were made of 
me by members of the senate and hollsc 
of representatives in respect to the mat- 
ter. 
Accordingly I yesterday directed 


that the following telegram be sent to 
General Wood: 


" 'It Is charged that there was a wan- 


ton slaughter of Moros, men, women 
nnd children, In the fight in Jolo, at 
Mount Da.io. I wish you would scud 
tne^at once all the particulars in re- 
spect to this matter, slating exact fact." 


"General Wood's answer came today. 


It seems to me to show most clearly 
that the unfortunate loss of life of the 
men, women and children among the 
Moros was wholly unavoidable. In view 
of their deliberate use of their women 
and children in actual battle, and their 
fanatical and savage desire Hint their 
women and 
children should perish 


with them if defeat were 
to come. 


They seem to have exhibited In this 
fight the well known treachery of the 
uncivilized Mohammedan when wound- 
ed. »f attempting to kill those approach- 
ing for the purpose of giving aid and re- 
lief. General Wood's dispatch is as fol- 
lows: 


" 'In answer to the secretary of war's 


request for information March 12, I 
was present throughout practically the 
entire action and inspected the top of 
the crater after the action was finished. 
Am convinced that no man, woman or 
child was wantonly killed.1 A consider- 
able number of women and children 
werp killed in the fight, but the number 
is unknown, for the reason that they 
were actually in (lie works when as- 
faulted, and were unavoidably killed in 
the fiej-ce liaml-to-hand fighting which 
took place iu the 
narrow inclosed 


spaces. The .Moro women wore trou- 
sers and were dressed and armed much 


ke Ihe men nnd charged wilh (hem.

question. They felt sure that Douglas 
would answer, "Yes," aud that this,

told Lincoln; "Gentlemen," he replied,

answers he can never be President, and 
the battle of 1800 is worth a hundred of 
this."

Inskl 
these vats are coils of steam pipes, bj 
means of which the temperature can b 
regulated accurately. 
Sea water i 


poured iu, and Ihe caliche Is boiled to 
a certain time. The liquid solution tha 
results is drawn off into settling vats 
which are exposed to the open-air am 
the sun. Evaporation is rapid, and tin 
pure nitrate of soda soon begins crys 
tallizing ami settling to the bottom 
After tins has gone on for some time 
tlie remaining liquid is drawn off am 
tlie crust of nitrate is scraped from file 
sides nnd bottom of the vat and thor 
oughly dried In the sun. 
Then it is 


graded according to quality and packed 
for shipment in 100 pound sacks. 


"Most'of. tlie nitrate exported is used 


as a fertilizer, but a part goes to the 
manufacture of powder and high ex- 
plosives. The nitrate towns are even 
barer aud drier and less inviting than 
most of the other bare, dry towns of 
the coast. To some of them fresh wa- 
ter is brought in pipes from a distance 
of more than 100 miles. Before the day 
of these pipes It used to be sold in the 
streets by the gallon. That water even 
how, though not scarce, yet is not plen- 
tiful, is perhaps some excuse for the 
awful dust Mint blows everywhere."
